NEW CO-OPERATIVE ELEV VRORS, 


This year 28 clevators have been 
erecte throughout the province by 
the Parmers’ Co-operative Elevator 


Company, under the recent legislation 
passed by the provincial government, 
which wievides (hat the government 
shall advance to the company 80 per 
cent. of the cost of the elevators, tak- 
ing as security a first mortgage on the 
plant, 

Last year, 51 elevators were built 
under the same syetem, but this year 
the financial stringency has had an 
effect on the business, and in addition 
to this the government have been 
placing a more strict supervision over 
the matter. That is, in communities 
where mixed farming is and will — be 
the chief agricultural industry it has 
not been thought advisable to have 
clevators established, and in addition 
too many elevators, closely connected, 
might b» a detriment rather than a 
benefit tou the farmers financially. 

It is, of course, the idea to encour- 
age in every way the agricultural in- 
terests of the proyince, but there is at 
the same time such a thing as over- 
dying the co-operative plan, and it is 
wiser both from the standpoint of the 
government and from that of the far- 
mers, whom they are attempting to en- 
courage to move Wisely rather than 
too hurriedly.
